In Chicago Raid on Panthers

Informant Rewarded 

The FBI, according to these

A few days after the raid, ac- 
cording to the documents, the 
Chicago FBI office asked the 
Washington headquarters for a

According to the documents in 
the civil damage suit, Mr, O'Neal 
furnished the FBI's “racial mat- 
ters squad” with a detailed floor 
plan of the Panther apartment, 
@ list of weapons—legally pur- 
chased, according to the FEI 
Memoranda—and a list of people 
who stayed there, including the 
Toom where Mr, Hampton slept. 

‘The agents gave that infoxma-

Secretary of State Kissinger has concluded 
his first African tour on a positive note, 
with extensive proposals at an international 
conference in Kenya for assisting economic 
development of the poorer nations on a 
broad front. His suggestions pick up where 
he left off at the special United Nations 
General Assembly last September and prob- 
ably represent the maximum advance that 
could be expected in a US, presidential 
election year—though they fail well short of 
Third World desires. 

Kissinger’s major new proposal was for 
establishment of a billion-dollar inter- 
national resources bank to promote more 
rational and equitable resource development 
and to finance technological advance and 
management training for developing coun- 
tries, as well as to moderate commodity price 
fluctuations. 

Though Kissinger warned against “bloc 
politics’ and such devices as commodity 


cartels and embargoes. he went further than 
the United States had gone previously in 
supporting some of the Third World's long- 
Standing goals: Buffer stocks, world food 
reserves, commodity agreements and other 
projects aimed at opening trade channels 
and eliminating the violent price fuctua- 
tions so devastating to poor countries depen- 
dent on a single crop or resource. 

As with his message to the special Generai 
Assernhly last fall, Kissinger’s address ta the 
fourth United Nations Conference on Trade 
apd Development (Unctad) in Nalrobi was 
so detailed that delegates will be studying 
the proposals for weeks. But the speech 
constituted impressive evidence that the 
administration, after stalling Third World 
demands for many months, is now deter- 
mined to maintain the dialogue begun in 
September and to replace confrontation with 
positive, if often modest. proposais.

Curbing Arms Sales... 


President Ford has conciuded. a foolish 
effort to thwart improved congressional over- 
right of U.S. arms sales abroad by his Friday 
veto of the foreign aid bill, which contains 


this reform. 

The arms sales restrictions were care{uily 
eonstructed and sought to impose only the 
most moderate of curbs on a program that 
clearly has been getting out of control. 

The staggering total of $10.5 billion of 
Military equipment and services was sold or 
given away to 71 countries in the year end- 
ing last June, a fivefold increase in four 
years, The United States has become arms 
merchant to the world, dwarfing the Basil 
Zaharoffs of the past. 

Both sides are being supplied in the arms 
race between Iran and its Arab neighbors 
τῇ the Persian Gulf, which has become the 
world’s most active arms importing area. 


The United States is selling more arms 


abroad than ali other countries combined 
including, for the first time, advanced weap- 
ons just now reaching U.S. forces. 

The time clearly has come to put some 
{imit on arms transfers, The $9-billion-a- 
year limit in the aid bill is too high rather 
than, as the administration claims, too low. 
Its chief value is that it imposes some con- 
straint on the Pentagon and thus would re- 
quire choices among arms recipients based 
on U.S. national interest in place of the 
policy, aimed primarily at economic gain, 
of selling as much as possible to almost ali 
comers. . 

The aid bili also permits Congress by con- 
current resoiution to block any arms sale 
over $25 million. But similar authority has 
existed for more than a year without being 
abused. On the contrary, it has not been 
used enough. 


...By ‘Legislative Veto’.

The Unctad Meeting 


During the next month [at the Unctad 
meeting in Nalrobil we shall hear much 
woolly idealism and economic nonsense, 
much squabbling and demanding of money 
with menaces.

It the straits were quickly min- 
ed or blocked by NATO navies 
in @ severe East-West crisis before 
fighting started, they could bottle 
up the Soviet Baltic fleet and 
keep it from getting out into the 
North Sez, the North Atlantic 
and into the shipping lanes. 

‘The Soviet Union, however, is 
aware of this threat and has 
been shifting more vessels to the 
northern fleet— which is now the 
biggest threat to Atlantic ship- 
ping. This fleet, numbering some 
175 submarines and 60 combat 
ships. is based at two points— 
Murmansk and Pechenga—in the 
Barents Sea near the tip of Nor- 
way. 

The Russians have not, how- 
ever, been able to duplicate the 
huge support facilities on the 
Baltic. These were built at a 
τίσις when Russia did not have 
a globa! fleet. But they stil 
represent, according to NATO, 
more than two-thirds of the re- 
pair facilities that would be need- 
ed by ships operating in the 
Atlantic. 

‘Thus, the key to blockading the 
Straits may now be to keer Soviet 
ships in the Atlantic from getting 
back into the Baltic for support.

Gorky’s ‘Zykovs’-—A Call to Action 


By John Walker 


Loxpon, May 7 CHT)—The 
Roysi Shakespeare Com- 
pany’s surprisingly successful ex- 
ploration of Maxim Gorky’s plays 
—a series of productions that 
have established him as an im- 


ZyEovs,” written during the au- 
thor’s exile on Capri in 1913 and 
only’ now receiving its British 
premiere. 

It is not such a Startling or 
engrossing play as either “Ene- 
mies" or “Summerfolk” but it is 
nonetheless a fascinating work, 
a Study.in frustration and dam- 
med-up energies.

2 
crude, powerful merchant who 
arranges a marriage between his 
weak, irresolute son Mikhail and 
an inexperienced, convent~edu- 
cated girl, Parla. But, at the 
party to celetirate the engage- 
ment, Antipa decides to marry 
the girl himself and woos and 
wins her while his son gets drunk. 

The result is disastrous. ‘The 
girl is a child who talks of love 


tain. But in showing the effects 
of political frustration on private 
lives, it is both powerful and 
moving.

UEFA Bans 
Real Madrid 


For a Year

BERN, May 7—The European 
Football Association (UEFA?! to- 
day banned Real Madrid from 
any UEFA competition for a year 
because of violence in its match 
against Bayern Munich in Ma~ 
drid March 31. 

The UEFA reported that its 
disciplinary commission. meeting 
in Brussels. said the ban was 
imposeq because a spectator, at 
the end of the game against 
Bayern, punched the referee, cut- 
ting his lip. Bayern forward 
Gerd Mueller also was roughed 


up. 

The UEFA said that the com- 
mission also took into account 
another incident involymg Ma- 
drid, in 1973, when a spectator 
attacked a linesman during 5 
game against Ipswich Town. 

Real Madrid manager Antonio 
Calderon said the club. which has 
won the European Cup a record 
six times, would appeal the ban. 

“It's excessively harsh. when 
you consider our excellent record 
in 20 years of European Cup foot- 
ball,” Mr. Calderon said. 

“Only one fan was involved. 
He does not represent the thou- 
sands of others who have always 
behaved impeccably both at 
home and away.” 

Real Madrid needs one point 
in a game Sunday at Granada to 
clmch the Spanish league title. 
‘This ordinariiy would qualify: it 
for next season’s European Cup: 
but it will be barred ine 2 the appeal 
is turned down. 

Mr. Calderon also reported 
that veteran winger Amancio 
Amaro, sent off for dissent in 
the 2-0 second-leg defeat bv 
Bayern in Munich, had been 
banned for 2 game in European 
competitions by the UEFA disci- 
plinary committee. 

He said the sanction meant 
an estimated loss of income of 
100 million pesetas «$1.5 million! 
to Real Madrid.
